An imposing victory of 
Austrian 
jarms ovei 
the Russian 
forces 
in 
Western Galicia, was announced to- 
day by the German war office. It is 
said the Austriaas in the presence of 
their commander-in-chief, 
Archduke 
Frederick, "pierced and 
everywhere 
crushed" the entire Russian line. 


Sharp fighting has been resumed 
in Flanders. 
French, 
German and 
British oiScial statements 
tell 
of 
German attacks near Hill 60, which 
the British recently captured and in 
the vicinity of St. Julien, both in the 
Ypres region. 
The Paris and London 
communications say the German on- 
slaughts failed, but Berlin character- 
ized the movements as successful and 
says that as far southeast of Julien, 
was captured. 
It is also said in the 
German report that Hartmans-Weil- 
erkopf, the Alastian height which has 
been claimed by both sides recently, 
was atacked by the French, 


The Turkish war office announced 
that the allied forces which landed 
on Gallipoli peninsula, had been pre- 
vented from making headway. 
It 
is said the British batfleship Ven- 
geance, previously reported damaged, 
and the French battleship, Henri IV, 
were struck by shells. 


A German aeroplane appeared over 
Dover today but was driven off. Lon- 
don heard a report that a Zeppelin 
was fl3ang over the North sea in the 
direction of the English coast. 


It is reported that a Zeppelin airship 
is traveling in the direction of England 
from the island of Vlieland, which is 
on the northern coast of the 
Nether- 
lands. 


The airship passed over this island at 
10 o'clock this morning.

MATTER SERIOUS 


ON FACE OF NEWS 


Attack on American Oilship 
by Submarine Stirs 
Washington. 


Washington, :May 3,—President \\ni80Ti 
w.ill reserve judgment on the torpedoing 
of the American steamer Gulf light until 
full official details are received. 
The 
president inquired 
about 
the incident 
when he arrived from 
Williamstown, 
Mass., today but was told that so far 
as white house officials knew no official 
word had come in. 


On the face of the news dispatches 
officials admit that the attack on the 
ship is a serious matter, but they intend 
that a very thorough investigation shall 
be made and that no hasty action should 
be taken. 


Secretary Bryan said that a thorough 
inquiry 
would be made but that before 
official reports were received, the Wash- 
ington government would make no com- 
ment. 
Should another day pass without 
information 
from 
American 
officials 
abroad, they probably will be instructed 
to get in touch with the remote locali- 
ties where the Gulflight and her crew 
were taken. 
Officials assume, however, 
that inasmuch as the first information 
concerning the attack came from Lon- 
don, Consul General Skinner has already 
telegraphed his 
subordinate 
consular 
agents for leports. 


' When the News Came. 


Dispatches from London 
last 
night 
said that the oil tanker Gulflight, which 
sailed from Port Arthur, Tex., April 10, 
for Rouen, France, had been torpedoed at 
noon Saturday off the Scilly islands by 
a German submarine. 
The captain of 
the Gulflight, according to the Central 
Xews 
agency dispatch, 
died of 
heart 
failure as a result of shock. 
Two sea- 
men 
jumped 
overboard 
and 
were 
drowned. 


The other 
members of the crew ot 
thirty-five were taken off by a patrol 
boat and landed. The vessel was towed 
into Crow sound and beached. 


The Gulflight was a steel vessel of 
3,202 tons net and was built at Cam- 
den, N, J„ in 1914, 
It was owned by 
the Gulf Refining company. 


The reported attack on the Gulflight 
continued today to aroiise oflicial Wash- 
ington, 
As viewed here the occurrence 
is regarded as a very serious matter and 
as one calling for some kind of repre- 
sentations to be made to the German 
government by the United States. 
Of- 
ficials, however, decline to discuss the 
character of these representations. 


The United States some time ago in 
a note to Germany in reply to the Ger- 
man 
proclamation 
of 
the

zone 
around the British islands said it would 
hold Germany to a strict accountability 
for loss of American lives or vessels.

CHICAGO MAN ONE OF THEM. 


Wireless Operator and a Seaman Lost

icans in addition to Captain Gunther, 
who lost their lives when the American 
steamer Gulflight Avas torpedoed off the 
Scilly islands were Charles C. Short, of 
Chicago, the wireless operator, and Eu- 
gene Chapaneta, of Port Arthur, Texas, 
a seaman, according to a cablegram re- 
ceived here today by the Gulf Refining 
company, owners of the vessel. 


The message, a brief one, Avas signcid 
by First Officer Ralph Smith. 
It is said 
that Captain Gunter, whose home is in 
Bayonne, N. J,, died of heart disease 
and that Short 
and Chapaneta 
were 
lost. 
These were the Iwo men, it is be- 
lieved reported yesterday to have jump- 
ed from the vessel after she was struck 
and who were lost because of the fog 
that prevailed.

Strom made a complete confession to 
Chief of Police Lenz and Deputy Prose- 
cutor Stephan A. Callahan. 
Ray Bow- 
man, Strom's alleged pal in the Rurode 
job, is under arrest in Indianapolis. 


Chief Lenz and Prosecutor Callahan 
left Fort Wayne at 2:30 Monday after- 
noon for Indianapolis to make an effort 
to get Bowman back here for trial for 
the Rurode job, Strom's pal was caught 
Avhile engaged in a safe-blowing exploit 
in Indianapolis and the police there ar» 
said to believe they can convict him. If 
there should be any weakness of the 
Indianapolis case undoubtedly he will be 
turned over to the Fort Wayne offices, 
Avho sa\' they have a sure thing on him. 


' Strom's Trial is Brief. 


After making his confession to Chief 
Lenz and Prosecutor Callahan Monday 
morning, S,trom Avas taken before Jus- 
tice Tancey, AA'ho issued the burglary af- 
fidavit, and 
AA-as promptly certified to 
the circuit court. Avhere he was arraigned 
at 
10:30. 
Strom pleaded guilty. 
No 
evidence AA-as presented beyond that and 
on the plea Judge Eggeman sentenced 
him to tAvo to fourteen years in the In- 
diana reformatory and disfranchised him 
for tAvo A^ears. 


Strom had been anxious to have the 
ordeal over AA'ith, his penalty determined 
and the opportunity afforded to begin 
his prison term Avithout delay. 
It is 
probable tliat he Avill be held here until

Strom Tells of the ¿urglary. 


Strom, Avho says he is 23 years old, 
but looks 30, declared to Chief Lenz, 
Prosecutor Callahan and Detective Ser- 
geant Brennan that up to last July he 
had been a fairly decent sort of a man 
and innocent of crime. 
Women, he said, 
had been his doAvnfall. He and Bowman 
came to Fort Wayne January 22, eight 
days before tiie robbery, bringing with 
them Mattie Lopes and another woman 
knoAvn as "Bob," 
Mattie posed aa Mrs. 
Strom, or Stroms, as the yegg gav« his 
name here, and "Bob"' as* Ik&s. Burns, 
the name by Avhich BoAvman was known. 
Thev had headquarters at a West Main 
street rooming house xmtil one night 
Avheu all got on a noisy souse and were 
ordered to leave. This was two days be- 
fore the burglary. They then took rooms 
on Washington boulevard west, where 
they remained until February 8, a week 
after the Rurode job. 
While in IV>rt 
Wayne Strom and Bowman represented 
themselves as tobacco salesman. 


Strom told Chief I/enz and Prosecutor 
Callahan that neither he nor Bowman 
had ever been in the Rurode store until 
they entered it to blow the safe. 


"We kneAv nothing about the place 
nor its arrangement imtil we began to 
work on it," declared Strom. "We didn't 
even knoAv there Avas a watchman in the 
place until after we entered and ran 
into him. 
We kicked in a pane of glass 
at the rear AA indow of the basement and 
craAAied through. 
We heard somebody 
coming and hid ourselves.. The old man

Four 
meetings 
were 
held in Fort 
Wayne Sunday by the last group of the 
Flying Squadron 
of 
America at the 
First Presbyterian and First Methodist 
churches, ail of them beiug largely at- 
tended. 


For three days speakers of national 


reputation have been here in an effort 
to arouse interest in the fight that is 
being made for a saloonless nation. 


The speakers at the meetings Sunday 
were J. Frank Hanly, ex-governor of 
Indiana, and Oliver \ \ \ Stewart, of Chi- 
cago, former member of the Illinois leg- 
islature. With them were Miss Vera K. 
MuUin. of Winchester, 
Ind., soloist; 
Iris E. Robinson, 
also of 
Winchester, 
pianist; 
Hallie McNeil, 
Indianapolis, 
squadron secretary, and Jeanctte Zweier, 
Brooklvn, New York, group secretary. 
Mrs. Ella S. Stewart, wife of Oliver \V. 
Stewart, accompanied the third group. 
Mrs. Stewart has been active for years 
in suffrage work, having served as sec- 
retary of the national organization and 
for many years as president of the Il- 
linois Suffrage association, ^ • 


One of the big features of the moet- 
jng Sunday was the singing of Miss 
Mullin, who possesses a soprano voice of 
remarkable range and as clear as a bell. 
She was encored repeatedly and the big 
aiulionces were reluctant 
to 
let her 
quit. 


Miss Iris E. Robinson, 
pianist with 
the last group, is a player of unusual 
talent and her work added much to the 
success of the meeting. 
Miss Robinson 
has a most promising future befoca her. 


Mr, Bowser Presides. 
S. F. Bowser presided at the meeting 
Sunday evening at the^First Presbyter- 
ian church. In introducing 
Governor 
Hanly he predicted that the day is not 
far distant when the country will be 
free from the liquor traffic. He said 
there was no movement he felt so mucn 
like helping as the Flying Sqiiadron in 
its great work in the cause of temper- 
ance. Pays Respects to Mr. Taft. 


Mr. Hanly devoted much of his even- 
ing addre.ts 
in answering the Boston 
speech by former President Taft, when 
he declared that 
national 
prohibition 
was strictly the province of the state 
and that the amendment of the consti- 
tution to provide for national prohibi- 
tion would result in the revolutionizing 
of the present form of government. 


"We are making a great nation-wide 
campaign for the submission for amend- 
ment to the federal constitution that 
shall end forever the liquor traffic," he 
said. 
He declared that during the de- 
bate in congress no man defended the 
liquor traffic on its merit. 


Mr. Hanly said that no man had over 
occupied the presid^i;;-^ who so misun- 
derstood the thoughts and purpose of 
his countrymen as Mr. Taft, and no 
man ever received such chastisement at 
the hands of the people. 


The speaker made comparison of Mr. 
Taft's statement at Boston that pro- 
hibition was a question to be settled by 
the various states with his action in 
vetoing the Bo-called Webb bill, which 
would have enabled the states to have 
prevented the shipping of liquor into 
dry territory. 
He said that Mr. Taft 
was not consistent and that there had 
been no time" since the veto when the 
right of congress to 
with the ques- 
tion was not a federal question st^rictly 
within the power of the sovereign peo- 
ple to deal with. 


Mr. Hanly told of the repeated viola- 
tion of the law by the saloon and of the 
fight that had been made for township 
local option, state local option and tin- 
ally nation-wide prohibition, which he 
said was the only effective way of deal, 
ing with the , problem. 


"It will remain a national issue until 
some new Abraham Lincoln opens the 
door and issues 
a new emancipation 
proclamation," he said. 


In closing the speaker made a plea 
for a liberal donation that he might be 
able to carry on the great work that is 
being done by the Flying Squadron. 


Dr. C. B. Stemen presided at the meet- 
ing Sunday afternoon at the First Pres- 
byterian church. Mr. Stewart spoke to 
a large audience at the First Methodist 
church Sunday evening. 


Monday 
morning 
members 
of the 
Flying Squadron left for Lima, Ohio, to 
continue their great fight against King 
Alcohol, 


In the evening Mr. Stewart spoke on 
"A Political Prophecy." 


"In view of the fact that wc are a 
part of the universe governed by law, 
a part of an ethical kingdom under the 
reign of the law, that the truth is im- 
mortal and must prevail, and that our 
generation has an unfaltering purpose 
to protect the next generation, I make 
the prophecy that in the near future, 
in state and nation, the liquor traffic 
has to die," he said. 


Mr. Stewart fortified his prophecy 
by lines of argument, showing the ef- 
fect of the saloon upon childhood and 
humanity in general and gave some 
time to a consideration of the plans 
and methods of the Flying l^uadron 
in connection 
with 
its 
nation-wide 
campaign for the legal extermination 
of the saloon. 


Case A2«inst tho Saloon. 
In the afternoon, Mr. Stewart spoke 
on the subject, "The Case Against the 
^loon." 
The speaker emphasized the 
economic side of the case and what it 
has to do with good government. 


"Minor differences must be buried and 
every essential sacrifice made for one 
great combined effort, which will give us 
a «aloonless nation and a stainless flag," 
he said in closing.

The development division of the Indianapolis chamber of com- 
merce has resumed its "knoAV your city" trips in the course of 
which excursions of Indianapolis folk are taken to manufacturing 
concerns, beauty spots and other points of interest about the city. 
The Sentinel believes Fort Wayne might with profit inaugurate a 
similar entei']:)rise. 
The theory, of course, is that none of us know 
our own city well enough, and that the better we know it, the more 
enthusiastic we are likely to be in advancing its interests. 
Most 
•people travel beaten paths from day to day, and there is a shocking 
dearth of first-hand information regarding the real development in 
>ther sections of the city than our own. We read with but passing 
Interest of this expansion or that, thifs development, this new enter- 
prise and this new endeavor. It fails to impress us as a personal in- 
spection would do, and most of us have merely a vague sort of idea 
of how big Fort AVayne is, how rapidl}- it is expanding and beauti- 
fying, and what a multiplicity of diversified interests and indus- 
tries make up this splendid city. 


We think the "made in Fort Wayne" exposition held a few 
years ago held many surjirises even for the home folk. 
Most of 
them had no accurate conception of what Fort Wayne was really 
doing in an industrial way, and the education was valuable. 
It is 
not alwaj's possible or desirable to limit civic educational effort to 
expositions of this character, but very much that would be both inter- 
esting and valuable could be gained by the "know your city" excur- 
sions. It would be a splendid tiling to have every man, woman and 
child in Fort Wayne know how really great and fine this splendid 
city is, and have them familiar with the things it accomplishes day 
by day.

THE FEEBLE-MINDED. 


Indianapolis News. 


In the last issue of the Indiana Bul- 
letin of Charities and Corrections pap- 
ers read before the Indiana Academy of 
Science are printed. 
These constitute a 
valuable addition to the purpose of the 
Bulletin. 
They 
concern 
themselves 
chiefly with discussion, from the various 
points of 
view, of 
feeble-mindedness 
and the problem it presents to the state 
in the care that must inevita,bly be exer- 
cised over those so conditioned, and as 
to what shall be done to restrict the 
ravages of the affliction. 
In the na- 
ture of a brief resume of the practical 
sides of the problem is the paper read 
by Ekr. 
Bliss, 
superintendent of 
the 
state school íor feeble-minded 
youth 
at / Fort Wayne. 
Incidentally, he re- 
.counted the 
history 
of the subject, 
which began in 1800, when a French 
physician 
tried 
iinsuccessfully 
to 
educate 
a 
"wild 
boy" 
found 
ia 
the 
woods. 
The 
first 
success- 
ful attempt was made in our own coun- 
try at Hartford, Conn., in 1836. Several 
feeble-minded children were there' train- 
ed to some degree. A dozen years lat- 
er Massachusetts started the first state 
school. 
Other states followed, and In- 
diana came into line in 1879. 


These schools were all started with 
the idea that mental defect was cur- 
able. 
But it is now known that it is 
not. 
It is a condition, not a disease. 
I>eeble-mindedne38 is a defective brain 
and can never be cured, but may be re- 
lieved. 
There are betM-een 
5,000 and 
6,000 such persons in our state needing 
institutional care, and only about one- 
fourth are getting it. 
The remainder 
are at large producing their kind, and 
if we are to protect the ftiture gener- 
ations of our people from this grow- 
ing burden, something must be done. 


^\Tiat to do. Dr. Bliss says, is a per- 
plexing question. 
The best thing, he 
thinks, for some years at least, is segre- 
gation to be applied not to thoae al- 
ready in institutions, but to those at 
large. 
He approves 
the 
commission 
rocoHimended by Amos Butler for iri- 
veatigation and report to the next legis- 
lature. 
He recommerfds also a farm of 
2,000 acres for 
boys and men, and a 
smaller one for women, where suitable 
occupations 
can be provided. 
Better 
marriage laws 
also would be a great 
help. All this would be followed by reg- 
istration of diseases that prorlucp fop- 
ble-mindedness.

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Millionaires Now OompeUed 
to Spend Their Wealth 
at Homo* 


(By Gilson Oardiier.) 
' 
Washington, May 3.—One cause for 
prosperity not tabulated in the statis- 
tics of the government nor estimated in 
the forecasts of even our genial secretary 
of commerce is making itself evident all 
up and down the coast—the seaside re- 
sorts, the mountain hotels and other 
pleasure 
spots. 
Our miUion»ires are 
compelled by the foreign war to spend 
their money at home. 
There are liter- 
ally hundreds of thousands of men and 
women Avho every year migrate to Eu- 
rope where they "spend lavishly the un- 
earned returns on bonds, stocks and oth- 
er evidences of ownership in American 
industrial 
properties. 
That, at least, 
has been the story for many years. I t 
has gone to increase prosperity in the 
Riviera, in the lion Marche, 
in the 
Strand, in the Swiss Alps, at the health 
resorts of Germany ami Austria, a t the 
Savoy , and Shepherds, a t Cairo; it has 
rented shooting boxes and castles in 
Scotland and England. 
I t has equipped 
dahabeiah's cruising up the Nile; it has 
rained graciously upon the cities of In- 
dia and Japan, and even percolated to 
the larger cities of South America. 


But now all this money must stay at 
home. The dangers of travel have been 
emphasized by the refusal of our state 
department to issue passports for any 
purpose, 
except 
busineaa 
necea* ity. 
Travel for pleasure is discouraged in 
every possible waA'. aside from which 
the actual and Avell-known dangers of 
the war'zone, and the great inconven- 
iences have been enougli to discourage 
many already. 
Some places are entirely 
inaccessible; the passenger steamers to 
others have been decreased bjr the war 
demands, and it is safe to say that 85 
to 90 per cent, of our roving rich are 
this year staying In the United States. 


The first effect of this was noted in 
the congested condition of the hotels 
during the w i n t e r ' a t Palm Beach and 
other southern resorts. Then came the 
news that every rentable villa a t Xew- 
port had been rented and that people 
who had not occupied their villas lor 
years were opening them. 
Now it is 
learned, tho viíla owners are planning 
the most extensive improvements 
ever 
known in eastern resorts. 
ITjey are lay- 
ing out grounds, adding to their build- 
ings and devising other ways to expend 
their money. The mountain resort hotels 
have been flooded with applications, es- 
pecially since the heat wave struck the 
east. 


New York Q t y has been filled with 
rich people seeking ways to shed their 
wealth, and one result has been the 
most phenominal buying a t the auctions 
where high-priced rugs, china, furniture, 
books and art objects are knocked down 
to the highest bidder. 
Lately a small 
rug was sold for $9,780, the purchaser 
being Former Senator W. B. Clark, of 
Montana. 
The Duveens in New York 
have had no hesitation in paying mil- 
lions for the Morgan collections, know- 
ing that the local market is in better 
condition to absorb such 
commodities 
than it has been for years. 


The tide of toiuist travel is overflow- 
ing westward and Secretary of the In- 
terior Lane is planning for the biggest 
season ever known in the national parks. 
He has opened all these now for àuto 
mobile traflTic in order that the public 
may be better accommodated. 


The expositions in San Francisco and 
San Diego naturally will profit. Thou- 
sands who would normally turn toward 
Europe will be seeking amusement and 
diversion now in America, 
Tlie newly 
started tours to the exposition via the 
Panama canal inaugurated by the Pan- 
ama-Pacific line find their sailings fully 
booked weeks ahead. 


In fact, Secretary Redfield of the de- 
partment of commerce, estimates 
that 
about $170,000,000. usually spent abroad 
by American travelers, will remain in 
America and be spent here. For every 
one of these dollars 
spent a t home, 
American workmen are

work.

Eight Most Prominent Com- 
mercial Districts Listed 
in Survey. 


Washington, D. C., May 3.—A recent 
survey of the production and marketing 
of strawberries in the United 
States, 
made by the department of egricul^re, 
indicates that the eight most important 
commercial strawberry districts are cen- 
tral California, 
Tennessee, 
Maryland, 
Delaware, southern Louisiana, North and 
South Carolina, Virginia and the Ozarks. 
In 1014, 1,905 car loads of strawberries 
were shipped from central 
California. 
Lesser quantities were shipped from the 
other districts which are named m the 
order of their importance. 
From the 
Ozarks came 748 car loads last year. 


The authors of the survey, which is 
published in Bulletin 137 of the United 
State« 
department 
of 
agriculture, 
"Strawberry Supply and Distribution in 
1014," point out, however, that the north 
plays a more important p»rt 
in the 
strawberry industry tb»» theae figure« 
might indicate. 
Great 
quantities 
of 
berries are grown in the north in small 
patches and shipped to market by trol- 
ley. express, or in the producer's own 
wagon.. Only a very small portion of 
northern-grown berries are concentrated 
into car load lots, the basis for tbe gov- 
ernment survey. In the south, however, 
on the Pacific coast, where berries are 
shipped long distances, it is economical 
to arrange to have them sent by car 
loads. 


The bulletin already mentioned con- 
tains a list of all shipping etiltions in 
the United States where car load ship- 
ments originate, together with the num- 
ber of car loads sent out in 1914. From 
this list it appears that there was a 
grand total of 14,553.2 
car loads, of 
strawberries shipped 
commercially in 
1914, 
Of these ¿,312 came from Cali- 
fornia, the state's closest competitor be- 
ing Tennessee wjth a totti of 1,571.5. 


Another chart in tb* bulletin shows 
tlie duration of the ^hipping seMons in 
tlie various sections,
